MR. BEACH’S OPENING. 


A BRILLAANT EFFORT. 
Special Dispatch ta The Chicago Tribune. 

New Tonk, June 9.—Beach's opening to-day 
was very brilliant, and was delivered to an im- 
mense house, of whom the majority were friends 
of Tilton. . The hail was crowded almost to gut- 
focation, and the reporters were driven from 
their places by the anxious crowd. Beach and 
Fullerton were loudly applaaded when they en- 
tered the court-room. Tilton sat behind Beach, 
and listened to his argument with absorbing and 
seemingly anxious interest. He appeared to be 
unusually idle. having little occasion to search 
testimony. varta and Shearman frequently 
emiled while Beach was speaking, and whispered 
to ene another. The jurymen gave undivided at- 
tention to Beach, though some of them frequently 
glanced towards Evarts and the other counsel 
for defendant while they were consulting in 
whispers. 

ONE OF THE MOST INTERESTING PASSAGES 
of the address was the description of the feel- 
ings of the husband whose wife’s honor had 
been betrayed. At this point Evarts and Shear- 
man laughed, remembering Mr. Tilton’s con- 
duot when his wife confessed her betrayal to 
him, but the andience clapped their hands loud- 
ly, end the bewildered court officers had difii- 
culty in restoring order. There was a great atir 
among the audience when Beach alluded to the 
zealote and parasites who had gathered around 
H. W. Beecher, shedding their influence both in 
aad oat of Court in his favor. 

THE OPENING WORDS OF THE ARGUMENT 
were remarkable. Addressing Garbenter, the 
foreman of the jury, Beach referred to the per- 
sonal appeals made to him by Evarts, and then 
spoke of Carpenter's having stated that he en- 
tertained opinious favorable to defendant at his 
examination a6 @ juror.

THE JEFFERSONIANS AND COSMOPOLITANS 

We yesterday published the proposed con- 
stitution and the inaugural proceedings of 
the two Democratic clubs which have been 
formed in this city : the Jeffersonian and the 
Cosmopolitan. 

These clubs recognize, and in writing de- 
fine, the broad line between the swallow-tail 
coat and clean shirt on the one side, and on 
the other the short hair, hard-fisted, and free- 
and-easy Democracy of Chicago. The gen- 
tlemen with immaculate linen, like Judge 
Heyer G. Mn, Senator Trum, 
F. H. Katzs, Jom Hun, and Mm 
W. Fut, call themselves Jeffersonians, 
and, in order to keep their dub ex- 
clusive and select, have fixed an admis- 
sion fee at $1, which will effectually exclude 
all the lower class of Democrats who are not 
in office. This club us, and unquestionably 
will continue to be, eminently respectable ; it 
will embrace the aristocracy and wealth af 
the party, and perhaps the intellectual and 
thinking Democrats. The platform of the 
club (printed in Tux Tarsuxz yesterday) is a 
very able presentation of sound principles, 
and might safely be adopted by the Republic- 
an party in every State of the Union. Though 


a little more elaborate, it strongly resembles 


the declaration of the recent Republic. 
an Convention in Ohio. It ignoresthe gense- 
less jargon about State Sovereignty, recog- 
nizes the African as a citizen, favors sound 
money, a revenue tariff, and honesty, efficien- 
cy, and economy in Government,—all good 
Republican doctrines. 

The other club bears the title of Cosmo- 
politan. Perhaps the relative popularity of 
the two clubs was best evidenced by the pro- 
ceedings at their organization. The Jeffer- 
sonians, few in number, met in a small back 
room, with locked doors, in the Sherman 
House. The Cosmopolitans distributed far 
and wide cards printed in gold upon tinted 
paper “cordially inviting” the “great un- 
washed” to attend. The Jeffersonians held a 
dry and dull, but highly respectable, confer- 
ence, from which even reporters were exclud- 
ed. The Cosmopolitans had open house,” 
with all that that term implies. There whs 
a handsome spread,—boned turkey, rounds of 
beef, saddles of mutton, hams, tongues, and 
pigs’ feet, with numerous side dishes; à half 
a hundred waiters were in attendance supply- 
ing the “ boys” with whiskey, and gin, and 
champagne, and with cigars by the hatful, 
Is it any wonder that, while the Jeffersonians 
had a dozen or two sat their meeting, the 
Cosmopolitans had their two or three thou- 
sand following each other from midday to 
midnight? The comparative of the 
two clubs was probably in the num- 
bers of those attending their respective 
organizations.

Joun Corcoran controls votes, not merely of 
his boarders and customers, but by wards, 
towns, and divisions, The Jeffersonians 
may be powerful in the foram and the Sen- 
ate-House, but the Cosmopolitans control 
the ballot-box and employ the stuffers and 
repeaters, and make Senators, Judges, law- 


two gentlemen. The Jeffersonians will be 
kept down from possible aerial wanderings 
after the infinite, and the Cosmopolitans be 
held to the doctrine of a fair division. 

There is a peculiar advantage in this double- 
headed organization. It gives the two classes 
of Democrats, between whom there is not 
the faintest suspicion of affinity, the means 
of operation without collision. Such a sepa- 
ration would be hardly necessary in any 


cessity. The intelligence, - 
respect for political opinion W the party 
are represented by the one club, and pro- 
tected, as we have said, by the admission 
tax of one dollar per head; while the lust 
for office, for the plunder of the public, for 
the increase of taxes, for the letting of big 
contracts, for large expenditures, for the 
creation of new offices, and the distribution 
of more salaries, and the control of nomina- 
tions, the packing conventions, stuffing of 
ballot-boxes, and the carrying elections by 
whatever means may be necessary for that 
purpose, —is as fitly represented by the Cos- 
mopolitans.

nominations, and who yet favor the elimination of 
religion from the training of youth, their seemingly 
illogical position can be easily explained. They have 
unconsciously acoepted the final conclusion to which 
their false religion leads,—they think and act ae in- 
fidela, because infidelity w the matured fruit of Pro- 
testantism. They favor the expulsion of God from the 
school-room because they have expelled all belief in 
Christianity as « supernatural religion from their 
minds, If amy Catholic desires to take the same side 
on the school question, he virtually places himself in 
the category of those who boidly deny that the Son of 
God commissioned the Church to teach all nations. 
He admits that the State is the supreme teacher, 


guide, and law-giver— very popular religion, it is 
true, in these anti-Christian days; but those who em- 
brace it cease to be Catholica, No State has the right 
to say to the Catholic citizen that he must violate his 
conscience, and that his child must drop his faith at 
the door of the school-house; and any regime of edu- 


cation which requires this w godless, pagan, and anti- 
American. 


If the Catholic Telegraph or the priests 
whom it represents expect to influence the 
American people by such language to abandon 
their school-system,—one of the main props 
of our form of Government,—they will prob- 
ably find theraselves very much mistaken. 
These are grave and serious charges which 
an organ of the Catholic Church thus reck- 
lessly makes, and we can only regard them as 
indirect utterances of the Church authorities, 
put forth with the express purpose of inciting 
the prejudices of the Catholic laity still fur- 
ther against our public schools, The exciu- 
sion of the Bible from the schools warrants 
no such dentmeiation. It is a gratuitous 
assumption to say that ‘‘all belief in Chris- 
tianity as a sapernatural religion has been 
expelled” thereby, and that “ infidelity is

done to another, If Protestants are willing to adopt 
the teaching of infidelity, thie willingmete does not 
confer upon any political organization the suthority to 
compel Catholics to pursue the same course of apos- 
tasy. He who hath mo care of bis own household has 
denied the faith, and is worse than au infidel; and the 
Church, with no uncertain sound, and in no ambiguous 
language, but im clear, explicit, and decisive phrase- 
ology, has declared to the Catholic world that the ro- 
hgions education of their children is an all-important 
eare,a paramount duty, which cannot be neglected 
without guilt, There could, therefore, hardly be s 
more impudent falsehood than the assertion thats 
public secular eystem of education does not interfere 
with the religion of Catholics, It is an interference 
that amounts to a most grievous and ineulting out- 
rage; it illustrates most perfectly the brute rule of a 
reckless majority in the domsin of religion, fram 
which the letter of American law excludes all inter- 
ferenca, 

The answer to all this is perfectly obvious, 
and suggested by the legitimate definition of 
education. The sects have one day out of 
every seven in which to give dogmatic in- 
struction with the help of their clergy. They 
have their family prayers at home morning 
and evening. They have the disposition of 
the time of their children during all but about 
six school hours on five days of the week for 
five or six months in the year. That is, out 
of 168 hours in the week, only thirty are 
given to seoular education in our common

THE BRITISH AND BURMESE. 

The telegrams from Kangoon, Asia, | 
lished in the London Times and Tax On 
cago Trisune of yesterday show that the 
long-expected war between England and 
Burmah is close at hand. For many years, 
the English have been annexing bit after bit 
of the western sea-coast of Farther India 
until the Kingdom of Burmah has lost the 
whole Province of Pegu, and has thus been 
completely shut off from the Bay of Bengal. 
Rangoon, from which the present warlike 
rumors come, is a British city due south of 
the Kingdom. There have been several dis- 
putes about the boundary between the two 
Powers. The last one ended in a curious 
way. A strip of ‘territory inhabited 
by a barbarous and warlike tribe 
was declared neutral ground. Burmah 
bounded it on the east and the British 
possessions on the west. It is now claimed 
that the Burmese have encroached upon this 
neutral soil, and that Great Britain must in 


honor prevent this. Besides this. pretext, | 


which is one of very dubious reality, there is 
a more serious grievance. A British explor- 
ing party, sent into Western China; was cut 
off and murdered. The attacking party con- 
sisted of Chinese, but it is suspected that in- 
formation and material aid were given them 
by the Burmese authorities. To settle these 
two questions, Sir Doveias Forsyta has been 
sent as a special ambassador to the barbarian 

King. The latter, when he was. notified of 
this appointment, remarked that it was a 
good thing, ‘‘as it is well that no differences 
should exist between two such mighty powers 
as the British and Burmese Governments.” 
This, from a petty despot who rules over the 
few million of ignorant inhabitants of a ter- 
ritory only twice as large as: Oregon, is a 
characteristic bit of Oriental magniloquence, 

It is evident that the settlement will be by 
force, and probable that it will result in the 
annexation of the Kingdom. Sir Doveras 
Forsyta is a man who likes to fight, and 
knows how. He is dreaded and hated in 
Hindostan as the Englishman who authorized 
blowing the rebellions Kukas into pieces and 
perdition from the mouths of cannon. He 
has been gathering an army, and the King 
has been doing likewise. His first.act will be 
to demand an immediate explanation of 
the friendly reception given by the King to 
the Chinese General who is suspected of the 
murder of the exploring expedition. The 
answer he will get can be inferred from the 
fact that the Burmese are already building 
forts, equipping gun-boats, and cutting the 
telegraph-wires. Perhaps no answer at all 
will be vouchsafed. The barbarians may 
think that silence is golden.. They will find 
that it is leaden. 

The English now have as good a pretext 
for seizing the whole of Burmah as they had 
for taking the part of it which they already 
occupy ; and the whole would be of 
service to them, for the road into the heart of 
China lies through Burmah. With this an- 
nexed, the projected Indo-Chinese rnilroads 
would be built up the valley of the Irrawaddy 
River, and thence down that of the great, 
Yangtee-Kiang.

Wasutworor, D. C., June 9.—The Director of 
the Mint has received information still more 
favorable to the éarly substitution of silver coin 
for fractional currency.

politicians when placed in olfice is not to guard 
the trust, but to filch from the people all they 
can. Hence the need of an association of purely 
business men and large property-owners to exert 
a sort of popular velo power in money matters 
upon such officials. 

The present Citizens’ Association is too large 
and complex a society, and has too much bus- 
iness on ite hands, to give the matter referred to 
ite undivided attention. The advice, moreover, 
of an association composed of the wealthiest, 
most prominent and iufluential business men 
in. the community, .devoted exclusively 
to the consideration ef financial questions. in- 
volved in city and county taxation, would be 
more readily heeded and obeyed than if coming 
from a more complex organization. Let the city 
have a Tax-Referm Asscciation, composed, to 
start with, of all the leading bankers, all the 
leading mercbanta, and all the large owners of 
real estate. Such an organization, though num- 
bering but fifty or 100 members, having for ite 
sole object a general reduction of city and coun- 
ty taxes, anda wiser and more economical ex- 
penditure of the public moneys, would be a pow- 
er for gece in this community. Such a voice 
would be heard and heeded by the mass of prop- 
erty-owners as well as the jess-scru- 
pulous Aldermen and County Commiissiopers. 

The press, with all its power and the best of 
intentions, cannot do everything. It can stimu- 
late and direct, but good citizens, if they would 
have good government, must do the work. What 
is now needed to secure & more economical city 
and county administration is a concentration of 
the best citizenship and the beat business talent 
of the city into a Tax-Reform Association. The 
administration of city and county affairs being 
purely business matters, such ag the manage- 
ment of a foundry or a bank, should never be 
intrasted to caucuses or politicians, but only to 


men of financial capacity and integrity. Imagine 


Coolbaugh. intrusting his vast business to the 
slippery fipgers of & ward politician! Yet the 
great city of Chicago does what no business man 
would do.. She employs a set of politicians to 
collect and disburse $7,000,000 about as they
